The AuSable River Marathon has grown and 
become more successful in many ways during 
the decade of the 1980's. Some of the im- 
provements and accomplishments achieved 
during the sa 10 years include: 

* The purse has increased from $6000 to $25000. 

* The Marathon has attracted more top out-of- 
state paddlers, creating some of the closest 
finishes among the top several] teams of all time. 

* Spectator interest has greatly increased. 

* Media coverage has dramatically improved, 
with extensive coverage in newspapers 
throughout the state and widespread TV and 
rac.io coverage, 

* A major sponsor - Budweiser - and Associate

Alternating Friday/Saturday starts, agreed to 
with the Oscoda committee a number of vears 
ago have diminished crowds somewhat on 
Friday-start years. The policy of alternating 
starting days will be changed in 1990, with the 
Marathon start firmly designated for Saturday 
evening for the foreseeable future. 

Oscoda, in an effort coordinated by their 
Chamber of Commerce, added a number of 
events to Marathon weekend during 1988. Asa 
result, they were successful in attracting and 
holding a larger crowd at the finish line on Sun-

Snow, Cold Doesn’t Stop Long-Distance Biker 


Last year around this time !dward Lockard 
was traveling through part of the Sahara Desert 
on along bike trip. 

Last week he was in Grayling fighting through 
the deep snow and cold temperatures about 
halfway through a winter bike trip from Sault 
Ste. Marie to Detroit. 


Lockard, 43, of Detroit, bikes year-round and 
this is the second winter trip he's made from 
Sault Ste. Marie to Detroit. He completed the 
first trip in 1985 but he’s run into rougher 
weather this time. 

He started in Sault Ste. Marie Tuesday, Dec. 
26, and the temperature was 17 below zero. 

“TJ've learned how to dress for the cold weather 
on this trip,’’ said Lockard. 


He traveled from the Soo to Mackinaw City 
along the old Mackinac Trail on Tuesday. 

Riding into the bitter wind for 60 miles in the 
Upper Peninsula was the toughest part of the trip 
so far. 


On Wednesday from Mackinaw City to Indian 
River along Old 27, Lockard had to battle deep 
snow along the shoulder of the road. Every time 
a car went by he would have to move over to the 
unplowed shoulder where there was 8 to 12 in- 
ches, and sometimes more, of snow. 

On Thursday, he traveled from Indian River to 
Crawford County and he still hadn't fallen with 
the bike once despite the deep snow. 

Then just north of Grayling.... 

“Some lady in a Chevy pick-up slid off the road 
just a bit and knocked me off my bike,” said 
Lockard. 

The pick-up bent his bike kick-stand and broke 
the lens cap on his camera but Lockard was not 
injured. 


He spent Thursday night at Chief Shop- 
penagons where manager Mary Harland treated 
him toa dinner anda breakfast. A sheriff deputy 
who checked out the accident gave Lockard a 
local map and showed him how to reach Old 27 
via Military Road. 


‘Everyone has been really helpful on this 
trip,’’ said Lockard. He started Friday from 
Chief Shoppenagons to reach Midland. He plan- 
ned on reaching home in Detroit Sunday. 

Lockard, who has worked at Chrysler in 
Detroit for 21 years, uses vacation time for his 
long-distance bike trips He's traveled from 
Chicago to Detroit, New Orleans to T etroit, and 
Acapulco to Detroit. 

Why does he do it? 

“Y like biking. I started riding again a lot when 
T was 29 and I've been doing it ever since." 

Lockard likes biking because it builds up his 
cardio-vascular system. He also. likes 
photography and combines both hobbies when on 
his long trips. 

T'd like to see kids try to do more active 
things. More and more kids are couch potatoes 
content to sit in front of a VCR.” 

Lockard says his mother kids him that he’s 
crazy to take such long trips. 

“It’s surprising what your body can do if your 
mind wants to,"' he said. 


Call for Marathon Volunteers Begins 


Officiating of the AuSable River Canoe 
Marathon is a vast and difficult volunteer task, 
There is great personal satisfaction in helping to 
stage an event like the Marathon, though many 
fans may not be fully aware of and appreciate 
the effort contributed by these volunteer race of- 
ficials. 

As recently as 1985, Marathon organizers have 
waited near the river at the start of the race, 
hoping that enough vohinteer” timers would 
check-in lo do even a bare-bones job of timing the 
Marathon. At that time, little or no thought was 
given lo the judging process. Fven in more 
recent years there have not been enough volun- 
teers to fully record times at each timing 
Joes tion, 

Thankfully, things have improved. This past 
year, well in advance of the race, Timing Corm- 
mittee Chairman Tom Brooks reeruited a suf- 
ficient number of local volunteer timers and of- 
ficial observers to adequately time — the 
Marathon. They received pre-race training and, 
divided into teams to cover each of the fifteen 
timing locations, did a thorough, credible job of 
timing all teams entered, 

The Judges Committee was created by the 
Marathon organizing committee (ARICM, Ine.) 
and the Michigan Canoe Racing Association 
(MCRA) several years ago lo oversee officiating 
of the Marathon. In recent years before the for 
mation of the Judges Committee, offieiating of 


the race was handled by the MCRA Board otf 
Directors, many of whom competed in the 
Marathon. 

The Judges Committee is comprised of three 
volunteer members: A representative appointed 
by ARICM, Inc.; a representative appointed by 
MCRA, and a previous Marathon paddler who 
has not competed in five years jointly appointed 
by ARICM and MCRA, 

Several months before the race the 
Committee, together with representatives of 
ARICM and MCRA, meet to review the race 
rules and submit proposed rule changes to the 
ARICM and MCRA Boards of Directors. They 
also interpret and clarify race rules and, to the 
extent possible, identify possible sanctions for 
potential rutes violations. 

During Marathon weekend, 4 member of the 
Judges Committee is present at the sprints for 
position, measuring, starting line, ete. They also 
follow the race throughout the night observing, 
communicating with timers and observers and, 
in ease of dispute, decisions are made by the 
Judges Committees, Penalties may be imposed 
by ihe Judges, whether in response to an official 
protest filed by a contestant, or of their own 
initiative, 

Inthe 1989 AuSable River Canoe Marathon, the 
team which first reached the finish line in 
Oscoda was not officially awarded first place. 
Prior to the start of the race Steve Landick, of

Marquette, Michigan, and Solomon Carriere, of 
Saskatchewan, Canada, were assessed a ten 
minute penalty by the Judges Committee. When 
added to their elapsed time, the penalty dropped 
the pair trom first place to fourth place. 

The penalty was assessed because Landick 
and Carriere missed the ‘‘mandatory” con- 
testants’ pre-race briefing which followed the ot- 
ficial canoe measuring (also ‘‘mandatory"’’) on 
Saturday; they were the only team not represen. 
ted at the briefing. The Judges met, spoke to the 
pair, imposed the ten minute penalty and infor. | 
med them of the decision prior to start of the 
race, 

Some Marathon observers felt that the ten 
minute penalty assessed to Landick and Carriere 
was unwarranted or too harsh. Prior to the 1989 
race the only penalty detailed in the rules for an 
infraction was disqualification. The ten minute 
penalty was added to the rules this year to 
provide the judges with a less harsh alternative; 
a penalty which might be imposed by the Judges 
for ‘lesser’ infractions. 

The pre-race briefing is designated as “man- 
datory” because it is the final (and actually only 
official) opportunity to brief the contestants as to 
any last minute safety considerations, course in- 
formation, rule changes or interpretations, or 
other information which might have an impact

In 1987, E. D. Hirsch, Jr., 
published the book ‘‘Cultural 


Literacy.’’ Hirsch claimed that, in 
order to be truly a literate nation, 
Americans must acquire a body of 
shared information about our 
culture:

Snowmoblle season 
is upon us with the 
arrival of cold weather 
enthusiasts 
ticipated. The 
snowmobile law (Act 
74 of 1968) has several 
provisions which speak 
to the subject of the 


safety of 
snowmobilers. The 
most important of 


these provisions are 
also the most misun- 
derstood. This is the 
section which prohibits 
the operation of a 
snowmobile upon a 
public highway. 

A highway ts defined 
as ‘the entire width 
between the boundary 


lines of every way 
publicly main- 
tained...’’. This in- 


cludes the roadway or 
main travelled portion, 
the shoulder and the 
right-of-way. Now 
with this prohibition In 
place, the law allows 
some exceptions. Fir- 
st, a snowmobile may 
be operated on the 
right-of-way if it Is 
operated on the ex- 
treme right of the open 
portion of the right-of.- 
way and with the flow 
of traffic. Second, a 
snowmobile may be 
operated on the road- 
way or shoulder when 
it ls necessary to cross 
a bridge or culvert. 
(The snowmobile must 
be brought to a com- 
plete stop and yield to 
approaching vehicles. } 
Third, a snowmobile 
may be driven across a 
highway, at a right 
angle, when going 
from one side to thé 
other (again, come toa 
complete stop and 
yield to traffic). 
Finally, a county may 
open the county road 


system to the 
operation of 
snowmobiles on the 
“right-of-way or 
shoulder’. 

This is the misun- 
derstood part. The 
term ‘‘county road 


system’’ does not in- 
clude state trunk lines. 
Neither does ‘‘right-of- 
way or shoulder"’ in- 
clude the main 
traveled portion or 
roadway.
